One train is 
for Hutts & Frye, Earle Jiros, and Thacker 
liros., and the other is consigned to Porter 
Bros. Brices ore lower ail around, espe­ 
cially for grapes. The last sales of grapes 
has been at $2 for forty-pound crates of 
Mu.seals. Tokays have been arriving in 
bad order, and bring little if any moro 
than the Muscats. 
It is expected that the 
receipts of grapes will increase from now, 
and prices will undoubtedly continue to 
decline. Bears bring from $2 to $3 per box, 
if in good condition, and it is thought they 
would not have brought these prices had it 
not been that the low figures fur Harrietts 
so discouraged shippers that very few have 
been received of late, and with increased 
receipts prices will decline.

Very few peaches

Michigan

careful to use a good packer next year. 
Muscat grapes were received to-day from 
Orange, Cal., which had been packed in 
such fragile boxes that much of the fruit 
was in had condition. The cross pieces 
which support the upper tier of baskets 
should he half an inch in thickness, and 
should have mortises, or niches, cut to 
keep them from moving, as, if thin, they 
will bend, and if put in loose will work 
together, thus allowing the top baskets to 
partially upset and injure the fruit be­ 
neath. 
It is not necessary to have the 
cross pieces over three-quarters to an inch 
in w idth, hut they should he half an inch 
in thickness and securely fastened.

N e w Y o r k , August 18th.—The Sun d e ­ 
votes its first colum n to an editorial on the 
future of California, in which it says the 
discussions upon certain questions of ripa­ 
rian rights which have lately occupied the 
press and people of California, and so 
stirred the inhabitants of the I’acitic slope, 
have not yet reached the point of real in ­ 
terest in any serious treatm ent of the river 
problems of western America. W hether 
the water which flows through California 
l ivers shall be appropriated by the m ining 
interest, or shall be used to develop the ag­ 
ricultural resources of the State is of little 
m oment to Californians themselves or to 
the world at large, in comparison with the 
infinitely more im portant question of what 
is to he the future condition of these rivers 
themselves. 
Their 
very 
existence 
is 
seriously threatened. Two classes o f Cali­ 
fornians are hotly disputing the right to 
use water, while the third is silently and 
slowly destroying the capacity of the "rivers 
to furnish any water at all during the 
m onths when the use of water is really es­ 
sential. The topography of no other part 
of the world is so adapted to develop dan­ 
gerous floods aud subsequent periods of 
water famine as that of California. Cali­ 
fornians. in the m eantim e, go on in their 
vain and short-sighted eirorts to divert into 
one or another industrial channel the water 
that flows from their m ountain reservoirs 
w ithout any heed to the reservoirs them ­ 
selves. California, w ithout a perm anent 
sum m er supply of water, a supply nnre- 
plenished by sum m er rains, will perish 
with its forests. The fact is as im m utable 
as the laws of nature.

W a s h i n g t o n . August ISth.— The Assist­ 
ant Secretary of the Interior to-day decided 
a m ining case of general interest." Samuel 
M. Carleton liled a protest against the issue 
of a patent for the Lucy B. H ussey lode, a 
m ining claim at Leadville, Colorado.

E. B. Finley, of Bucyrns, was 
m ade perm anent Chairm an. 
Finley made 
a speech congratulating the Convention on 
the return oi Democratic supremacy to the 
country and rehearsing the work done by 
the present adm inistration. H e then made 
a strong arraignm ent of the Republican 
Legislature, especially the seizure of power 
in the Senate. H e anathem atized the Re­ 
publican m ajority of the Supreme Court as 
having prostituted their high power to par- ¡ 
tizan powers 
H e m ade a lengthy review j 
of State matters and was applauded heart- j 
ily. A t the conclusion of Chairm an F in ­ 
ley's speech. the Committee on Rules re­ 
port;;!. 
John McSwtency, of Wooster, 
then reported the platform as follows ; 
The platform adoptee! by the Ohio Demo­ 
cratic State Convention to-day congratu­ 
lates the country that the party of the peo­ 
ple has been restored to power, a:.d that 
the promises of its leaders and the hopes 
of its followers are being realized. 
It ex­ 
presses sincere sorrow at the loss of the 
country by the death of Durbin W ard and 
Samuel J. Tiidrtt, the latter who was for 
m any years the leader of the Democracy of 
America and who was honestly and fairly- 
elected the nineteenth President of the 
United States. The resolutions also deeply 
lam ent the- icath of Hendricks, McClellan, 
H oratio Seym our and General Hancock. 
The platform reaffirms the principles laid 
down by th» National Convention on the 
tariff question, and demands a thorough 
and just revision of the existing tariff laws. 
The policy of paying out surplus revenues 
was heartily approved. The platform de­ 
m ands that both gold and silver, as estab­ 
lished by the Constitution, shall he m ain­ 
tained as the basis of >>ur m oney system, 
and denounces the attem pt to change the 
m easure of values from gold and silv»r to 
gold alone as an act of m onstrous injustice. 
T he action of the D em ocrat House in re­ 
storing to the public dom ain nearly one 
hundred m illion acres of unearned land 
granted by the Republican Congresses and 
railways, and the alien land ownership 
bill is approved. T he resolutions express 
sym pathy with Ireland in her great strug­ 
gle for hom e rule. 
The action of the Re­ 
publican members o f the Ohio .State Senate 
is denounced as usurpation, and belief in 
the integrity of the Democratic m em bers of 
the State Senate is declared. 
The course 
of H enry B. Buyue, as United States Sena­ 
tor, is indorsed, and the action of the Re­ 
publican Senate of the United States with 
respect to the charges made against the 
Senator is heartily approved. The reso­ 
lutions a! o declared in favorof a well-reg­ 
ulated license system for saloons. 
T he platform was greeted with intense 
enthusiasm and adopted unanim ously, with 
loud cheers.

H e completed his labors shortly 
otter I o'clock, in tim e for the opening of 
thelV>nv»ntion at 2 o’clock, the hour nam ed 
by the National Committee.

made members of the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions titnl given seat? in the Convention, 
so that the platform adopted m ay be in 
harm ony with Parnell’s views. 
It was after 3 o’clock before the Conven­ 
tion had b»en assembled and called to or­ 
der. The num ber ¡.'resent was estim ated to 
be at least ! 909. 
Trem endous cheering 
greeted the arrival of Michael Davitt and 
Mrs. Parnell. 
President Patrick Egan, or 
opening the Convention, said it would bti 
" inspired by the p resm te and aided by the 
counsel of a man wli > above all other-, not 
excepting our great leader himself, holds 
the warmest place in the hearts ( fa ll Irish 
exiles—honest and ftariess Michael Dav­ 
itt.” 
H e congratulated the Convention on 
the tact that since the !’ : ton Convention 
the infam ous Crimes Act had been abol­ 
ished. 
lie said three successive Govern­ 
m ents have been overthrown in England 
w ithin nine m onths on the Irish question, 
and coercion, as a system, he believed, was 
dead 
England's influence among nations 
would be lost until peace reigned in Ire­ 
land, and there could he no peace with the 
Irish race until it had obtained hom e ruie. 
Great prom ise toward that end was due 
largely to the agency of the Irish National 
L e a g u e d America, which, since the Bos­ 
ton Convention, had forwarded t» the T rus­ 
tees of the Parliam entary Fund $329.996. 
H e said the Convention should preserve 
caution; that no word or act should com ­ 
promise those beyond the w ater; 
th at it 
should he caution without cowardice, and a 
determ ination such a? was shown by A au t - 
icatt liberty to w in back plundered rights at 
all hazards. 
Egan’s speech evoked great 
cheering at its close.

The Sacramento 
County Republican 
Convention lias just put forward a strong 
ticket. 
Its personal character will win it 
favor with the people, aside from the 
natural strength of the party grounded 
upon its just claims as the organization of 
progressive ideas and broad intelligence. 
It represents, as a whole, tried com­ 
petency, business capacity, conservative 
thought and the best interests of the 
people of the county. 
The majority 
of the nominees have held official station, 
and discharged high trusts committed to 
them by the people with honor to the 
State and countv and credit to themselves. 
They are not new men, of whose capacity 
the people can entertain any sort of doubt. 
The county of Sacramento is a political 
unit in the domestic policy of the party in 
the State. The interests of every part of 
it are common, and there ought to he en­ 
tertained no sentiment that in any way 
whatever distinguishes one candidate from 
another because of the locality of his resi­ 
dence in the county. 
Nevertheless it is 
deemed wise policy generally to distribute 
the nominations, to a certain extent, be­ 
tween city and country candidates. Where 
this is not done, it can only be attributed 
to the judgment that the strength of the 
candidates chosen is considered, irrespect­ 
ive of residence. 
Unquestionably this 
sentiment actuated the delegates on Tues­ 
day. 
They selected a ticket that [¡resents 
a strong front and challenges the criticism 
of the people, rather than one that appeals 
to local pride because of residence. 
It 
must be presumed that the delegates from 
without municipal bounds preferred such 
a ticket as has been made, for by unity of 
action they might easily have dictated 
terms to the Convention and have named 
any nominee they desired. 
Nevertheless, in the future, it would lie 
well to adhere to the policy of more 
widely distributing 
the favors of the 
party,and we trust that hereafter this will 
be done by the insistence of city delega­ 
tions, however willing the country rep­ 
resentatives may be to waive the privi­ 
lege. 
Thus there will he avoided all pos­ 
sibility of jealousy, and no seeming ground 
be given for the demagogue and opposition 
to encourage local envy and stimulate 
local prejudices. 
The ticket will receive the support ol 
all the Republicans of all precincts, Id­ 
ealise the campaign lifts local concern into 
State prominence, involving possibly the 
control of the government of the nation. 
The ticket is the choice of a representa­ 
tive body fresh from the people; it will be 
the local rallying post for Republicans 
this fall, and will he elected, we believe, 
without an exception, 
H is no time whatever for carping or 
fault-finding, even if there were grounds 
for them—which, liappily, there arc not. 
The success of the local ticket may mean 
the success of the Republican State ticket. 
The public mind, we take it, is deeply im­ 
pressed by the conviction that the admin­ 
istration of State affairs must not again be 
intrusted to the incompetency of the 
Democracy. 
A four years’ term is enough

There is to lie Republican re­ 
storation, a Republican Legislature, the 
continuance of Republican succession in 
the United States Senate, and continued 
Republican administration of county af­ 
fair-.

in no wise answers the question why the 
loss by natural wear of coin should he 
visited upon the unfortunate last holder. 
Nor is there any answer in pure justice to 
be made. 
The only response possible is 
that it is necessary to punish innocent 
holders to prevent the criminal sweaters 
and clippers from plying their infamous 
vocation. It may be said, ’tis true, that to 
give full weight for short weight coins 
would tend to drive new coin out of the 
country by export bullion demand, and to 
keeji worn coin at home. 
But this cannot 
be said to justify the extra taxation of the 
holders of coin. The true theory is to 
make the Government the loser, and thus 
distribute the “ wear and tear” loss equally 
among all people who compose the Govern­ 
ment. 
That would lie the nearest ap­ 
proach to equity in the case. The people 
are tiie Government; the people issue a 
coin ; by attrition with oilier coins and by 
legitimate use some of its intrinsic value 
is lost: but all the people have enjoyed its 
rise as a medium of exchange; therefore let 
the loss he borne by all. 


W h e n Congress closed, the Treasury 
Department sent in a statement of Gov­ 
ernment expenditure for the fiscal year 
ending June HO, l s n;. Appropriations for 
1887 were asked amounting 
to §403,- 
•">00,000, with a suggestion of 8.1,000,000 
shortage besides, because of a decision of 
the Courts relative to the repayment of 
duties on cartons. The Department esti­ 
mated its revenues for 18.87 to lie $315,­ 
000,000, and postal 
revenues 847,•742,- 
2-72 t>4, or a total of 8302,->12,222 04. So, 
then, the Democracy asks for §48,957,748 
more than it hopes to take in over the ad­ 
ministration counter up to J uue 00, ] SS7. 
But Congress cut down the demand to 
§3.83,7 l.i,07(!, which still leaves the money 
needed §54,000,000 in excess of expendit­ 
ures for 18.80 and 820,000,000 more than 
the income the administration hopes for 
in 1887. 
And this is Democratic fulfill­ 
ment of the promise of economy and re­ 
form and money saving. 
If the Democ­ 
racy keeps on at this rate of increase §49,­ 
090,000 a year in expenditures in excess 
of income, where will it land the country 
by the time Mr. Cleveland is retired in 
'89 to give place to a Republican Presi­ 
dent ? 


P r e s i d e n t C l e v e l a n d went down into 
the political boneyard for a Collector of 
the Port of New York in appointing 
Daniel Magone. lie resurrected him from 
the era of the Tilden administration, and 
opened the way for him out of the politi­ 
cal obscurity of Ogdensburg. Of course in 
doing so he has mortally offended the local 
Democracy, while attempting to conciliate 
Irving Hall, Tammany and the County De­ 
mocracy factions by appointing the candi­ 
date of neither. 
Magone is at least of 
none of the New York gangs. 
lie lives 
in a ‘ red-hot’’ Republican district, and by 
skillful generalship manages to keep up 
the shadow of a Democratic organization 
there. 
By reason of such service he is a 
figure of some importance—he “shows up” 
in bold relief, as it were, against a Repub­ 
lican background. 
But in a Democratic 
firmament Magone would only lie a -tar of 
the fifth or sixth magnitude. 


W illo w s R a ilr o a d .—The Willows

nal o f the 14th inst. has the following: 
"Assistant Chief Engineer C. E. Moore, 
with a force of men. will commence the 
survey of a railroad line next Monday 
from Willows westward, to the mouth of 
Grindstone, thence on over the range to 
the coast. This work is under the direction 
of the Pacific Improvement Company, but 
of course the Southern Pacific Company is 
at the bottom of it. 
This proceeding "on 
the part of ibe railroad company has been 
conjectured years ago, and it is possible 
and very probable that the vast resources 
of western Colusa will now be opened up— 
advantageously to Willows and our friends 
along the line to th» foothills. 
This is a 
matter of vital importance to our towns­ 
people as well as those who own the lands 
over which the road must be bni'.t.if at all. 
Farmers could well afford to give the right 
of way for a railroad over the proposed 
route, and if this is done the success of the 
enterprise will be assured forthwith.

cisión in any of the Courts of this State) was ile- 
teatcd. 
The Senator consumed the morning 
session with his remarks.

A message was received from the Assembly, 
announcing the adoption by that body of As­ 
sembly Concurrent Resolution No. :i, relating to 
natural reservoirs on Government lands. 
m motion of 
Steele, the resolution was 
adopted.

Reddy ottered a resolution allowing the Post­ 
mistress Si per day extra for extra services din ­ 
ing the session. Adopted. 
Recess till 1 p. M. 
A fternoon Session, 
On reassembling ot the Senate. Davs resumed 
his argum ent ami held the lloor until 2:30. 
Parkinson spoke in favor of the motion to re­ 
consider. He discussed the irrigation question j 
upon iis equities, expressly omitting reference 
to the legal points involved, except in so far as to 
say that he favored the repeal of Section 3122 of 
the Civil Code, which recognizes the English 
common law of riparian rights. 
MEMORIALS. 
Chandler presented a mc-morlal from Wheat­ 
land Grange, protesting against any legislation 
in the ititerest of either nppropriators or ripa- 
rianists. anil expressing its views in a series 
of resolutions, in which a general system of 
State control of waters was indorsed. 
llurlbut presented a memorial from the 
Greenback-Labor party of San Francisco, favor­ 
ing the repeal of the "English common law as 
applied to uphold riparian rights. 
THE MAIN QUESTION, 
l’.eddy spoke in favor of reconsidering the 
vote by which his amendment or last week was 
defeated. Referring to the argument made by 
Days ill favor of state control of the public 
waters, he desired to knowhow the friends of 
that proposition ex|iecu d to tie aide to secure 
State control without first supporting a bill to 
repeal the English common law of riparian 
rights, lie contended that no state or other 
system could he inaugurated without first re- 
]>ea!ing that provision. It was the obc great 
obstacle in the way of any equitable distribu­ 
tion of watt r. Personally, he would favor a sys­ 
tem of State control, which both the riparian 
and appropriation doctrines oppose. Rut the 
first thing to do is to repeal the common-law 
doctrine before any change in the present sys­ 
tem ran be inaugurated. Riparlanism means a 
cowboy’s cabin standing here and there over a 
sterile and desolate country, often two days' 
ride apart—in fact, the employment of a few va­ 
queros. On the other hand.appropriation—white 
perhaps not the best system that could be de­ 
vised—means blooming meadows, fields of wav­ 
ing grain, happy homes, and tiie employment of 
thousands of men. women and children. 
Days replied, going over considerable of the 
ground covered by him in his previous six 
hours' argument, lie did not deem it necessary 
to repeal the English common law provision in 
order to reach an equitable conclusion in the 
matter of the distribution and use of water. 
Spencer denounced as bad sense, bad logic 
and bad economy the proposition to repeal a 
law that protects a citizen in his rights before 
passing another that could operate in its stead. 
But for the Desert Land Act, under which dum ­ 
mies were sent out to secure hundreds of thou- 
landsof acres of sterile land, in the interest of a 
few monopolists, nothing was ever heard {.bout 
irrigation. But these dummies that are scat­ 
tered abroad over the deserts have been and are 
now lustily crying “ Water! water! ” at five dol­ 
lars a day. These bills, intended to upset the 
vested rights of the people w ho had settled the 
fertile valleys of the state in good faith, were 
conceived in iniquity and are being urged for 
the benefit of two or three millionaires. Repeal 
the provision protecting vested rights, and vott 
have nothing but the naked doctrine ot appro­ 
priation, to which there is no practical limit, 
flte water laws of California to-dav are the 
most liberal in the world. 
The’ common 
law of 
England 
has 
given 
to us 
that 
priceless jewel, the jury system, and that oilier 
blessing, the writ of habeas corpus. It has 
given to us some of the brightest legal minds in 
the world ; and yet we are called hero upon a 
moment’s notice, in obedience to a whim—an 
impul-e of excitem ent that was sweeping over 
the State—and asked to repeal this law so far as 
it protects vested rights: and we are asked to 
repeal that provision, too. before providing any 
other law to either wholly or in part take its 
place. He honed that no Senator who signed 
the petition for the calling of the extra session 
would allow himself to be whipped and bullied 
into the act of voting for the bilis offered here 
in the Interests of the water monopolists. The 
signing of that petition hound no man to sup­ 
port iniquitous m easure— laws that 
would 
despoil people of their rested rights. 
He had 
not, in his mind, while considering tiiis matter, 
alone tiie cattle pastures and lizard covered 
p’ains of some particular section, but, on the 
contrary, he appealed to the Senate in defense 
of the people who settled the fictile, watered 
valleys of the State, und who have built up 
lioppy homes therein. 
These are the people 
whose rights and future liberties are en­ 
dangered. 
.lolmson of Sonoma argued that no legislative 
act or omission can despoil any citizen of the 
rights vested in him by the written Constitution 
of the United States. He referred eloquently to 
what irrigation had accomplished in the south­ 
ern counties, where towns and cities bad been 
built up under the inllueucc of the wi aitli thus 
created, and contended that no power ever 
would or could be invoked to return these beau­ 
tiful and flourishicg places to the desolation of 
the desert. It would be like removing the color­ 
ing ol Titian from one or Titian's pictures. 
He 
w ould vote against the [imposed reconsideration 
il he believed that a reconsideration would en­ 
danger any m ail's vested rights, which fallacy 
be did not believe. No matter what we 111115 do, 
long years alter we vacate our places in this 
■Seutt'echamber, the great stream of constitu­ 
tional law—protecting every m an's rights—w ill 
still fiow on. 
He would not go to Italy for in­ 
formation 011 the irrigation question; but he 
would go to Kern or fresno eo'JBty, to River­ 
side, or Anaheim, or Los Angeles; and if he 
found there that a liberal use ol water was 
causing 1 tic olive and orange groves to flourish, 
and the fields to keep green and fertile, then lie 
would favor a proper use and distribution of 
water for such purposes. 
If citizens there— 
whether they be appropriators or ripurianists— 
had aequireil vested rights, he was ill favor of 
upholding those rights; and the Constitution of 
the country does and will continue to protect 
them. 
Cross spoke on behalf of his constituents, so 
far as their interests might be affected by the 
amendment and the bill under consideration. 
The real m eritsof the hill had. he thought, been 
overlooked and side issues chiefly discussed. 
He rehearsed the early history of mining—the 
miners being the first among pioneers—to show 
that at first everybody believed in the right to 
divert water from the streams to his own use. 
As m ining grew the population increased, and 
a demand li as created for the products of the 
soil. In late years, us the value of water be­ 
came great for beneficial punieses. Hie question 
of the right of diversion became an imiKirUnt 
one, and the power of the Courts has been called 
into requisition in order to settle disputes that 
bad arisen. This question having become one 
of vast importance to the wcllare of the State, 
the Governor has felt called upon to bring the 
Legislature together in order to pa-s laws that 
will set aside a decision of the highest Court, 
which decision, it lias been claimed, works 
an 
injury 
to 
a 
great 
industry. 
The 
speaker 
"then 
reviewed 
at 
length 
the 
progress oí improvement and accumulation of 
wealth in older countries, and drew compari­ 
sons with the methods prevailing here. Com­ 
ing down to the question of the moment, he 
claimed lhat the progress of the southern part 
of the ¡state had been built upon barren soil 
through the diversion and use of water. Return 
these waters back from the ditches into the 
streams, to flow idly to the sea, and those sec­ 
tions must go back to a condition of desolation. 
He did not believe in wrecking property rights: 
and if there be in the proposed amendment 
n o thingcaeulated to di-uirb those rights. the 
law of the land will intervene and protect them. 
He favored the reconsideration of the vote and 
the passage of the amendment. One of two 
things must eventually result—either the capi­ 
talists of the .state must use their money to con­ 
strict these canals and ditches to convey Hie 
water out from the streams to where irrigation 
is necessary, and sell it to the small farmers, or 
else the moneyed men must not only build the 
canals but must also buy and own the lands. 
The small farmer cannot afford to construct 
canais to bring out water upon the deserts, and 
somebody must do ¡L for him. Better lhat some 
nfan should become rich as Cro-siis, it by the 
u-eof water lie can m ake fertile and wealthy 
the otherwise lizard, scorpion and snake-ridden 
desert plains, than that they should remain des­ 
olate and unproductive. 
l’ending the conclusion of the gentlem an's 
speech, the Senate, at 5:10 p. St., adjourned.

measure, argued in favor of ils passage. 
Muad&y claimed that the am endm ent docs 
not come within the call for the extra session, i 
as it proposes a reorganization of the Superior 
Courts, which are not mentioned in the call. 
The bill was refused passage by a vote of 89 
noes to 19 ayes. 
Hazard's constitutional amendment relative 
to the Legislative Department was passed on 
file. 
At 11:29 a recess was taken to 2:30 r. M. 
A fternoon Session. 
The House reoonvcned at 2:30 v. m. The iir>t 
motion entertained was one for a call of the 
House. 
Those absent w ithout excuse were Corcoran, 
Culver, Calvin, Patterson and Van Yoorhies. 
The door< were ordered dosed, and the Ser- 
gcant-ai-arms dir* uted to bring in the absentees.

When asked by the .Speaker to explain the

Ia m 
very sorry to say that I was on a cold truck ; my 
hunt was unsuccessful. 
McGla-haii of Nevada moved that the Yolo 
statesman be sent out again, with instructions 
not to return until he founder was able to locate 
the sack. 
After m)dip further motions of a sim ilar char­ 
acter, the member was excused. 
The Sergeant-at-Ami- next came before the 
bar of the House, having in charge the tall, 
good-looking member from .Sun Joaquin, Mr. 
Corcoran. As an excuse, he said lie had been 
so thoroughly overcome with the drowsy pro­ 
ceedings of the morning session that he fell 
asleep after luucli. und over-slept himself. He 
was excused. 
After w aiting for half an hour for the appear­ 
ance of the other absentees, further proceedings 
under the call of the House were dispensed with, 
and the propose*! amendment to Article XIV. 
of the Constitution was taken up and discussed. 
After some amendments It was passed by a vote 
of 62 ayes t<> 0 noes. Those voting against it 
were Davis, Firebangh, Hollister, Jones, Mc- 
Junkin and Woodward. In its amended form 
it reads as follows : 
_Rea Ared by the Assembly, the Senate concur­ 
ring, two-thirds of all the members elected to 
each House voting in the affirmative. T hat the 
following amendment to Article XIV. ol the 
Constitution of the State of California, be and 
the same is hereby proposed to the qualified 
electors of the Stale for approval and ratifica­ 
tion. 
That Article XIV. of the Constitution of the 
State of California be amended by adding the 
following new section at the end thereof: ‘Sec­ 
tion 3. The waters of all natural streams within 
the State are the property of the public, and are 
dedicated to the use of the people of the State. 
Such waters may be diverted and used for irri­ 
gation, milling, milling, or other beneficial pur­ 
poses, under regulations prescribed by law: pro­ 
vided, that navigation iu uavigal.de streams, 
subject to the control of the United States, shall 
not be impaired. The English common law of 
ripariau|rights in conflict with provisions of this 
section shall not be recognized as a rule of 
decision in any of the Courts of this State.” 
McJunkin oil'ered a resolution that the House 
adjourn sine die on Thursday, August 19th, at 
noon. Lost. 
Davis offered a resolution that the Secretan' 
of State be directed to furnish each member of 
the Assembly a set of the debates of the Const!- 
tufoual Convention. In support of his motion, 
lie said several tons of those books were stored 
away under the dome of the Capitol, and should 
be distribute*!, so tlmt the State might reap some 
benefit from their publication. 
Walrath of Nevada moved to amend by add­ 
ing: “ And be it further llc*olvcd t That, as a lit- 
ting testimonial to the generosity of the mem­ 
bers of the Assembly from Sacramento, that the 
entire State Library be presented to the Sacra­ 
mento Assemblymen.” 
The amendment was ruled out of order and 
the resolution lost by a vote of 17 ayes to 1*» 
noes. 
McJunkin gave notice of a reconsideration. 
Firebangh introduced the following concur­ 
rent resolution, which, after its reading, was re­ 
ferred to the third house: 
Resol val, by the Assembly, the Senate con­ 
curring. That the following m em bcrsof the Anti­ 
Riparian Association of California, to w it: 
Messrs. Shorb, Carr, Zumwalt, Green, lludnut 
and Holt, who are supposed to have caused the 
publication in Carl Brown’s Optn Teller of the 
cartoon and ugly pictures of Assemblyman Fire- 
baugh and Senator Clay Webster Taylor, be and 
they are hereby sentenced to sit and hear the 
whole of senator Day’s speech on irrigation re­ 
peated, and that Senator Day be and he is here­ 
by requested, after this Legislature adjourns 
sine die, to repeat said speech for their benefit. 
Resolved, The Sergeant-at-Arms is hereby re­ 
quested to see that this resolution is enforced— 
without pay. 
At 4:20 r. ji. adjourned.

y ip IE R E A S . THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
YY State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Artieie 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT N U M BER O N E. 


Section 1. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, uot exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The v.ord property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby‘declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises am rali 
other matters and tilings, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this state, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines und 
fruit trees shall be deemed to he and shall lie 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: and, 
¡n t,i Died further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in section Ten of this article; and, 
¿tro; Dh I furthir, th at the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation ot ships 
And vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this Kate, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, lit lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debt< due to bona fide residents f this ¿taic. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, aunualiy, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically ail prop­ 
erty, real and personal, exc* pt railroad proj*crty. 
as defined in Section Ton of this article, owned 
oy snch taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his coutrol, at twelve o'clock meridian, on the 
find Monday in Maich. 


Sec. 10. All property, except iailroa-l prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town. town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv i>ortion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax oí two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earning**, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon 4he fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenance*; and upon ferryboat*, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gage^, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed 
The 
gross annual earning* earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulfftkm* as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board ; provided* however, that 
the Legislature may at any tim** pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the gross an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


Fir4- The gross earrings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin this State. 


^ o n d —The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this State, which shall 
be ascertained 'by apportioning such earnings 
between this State ana other Sta‘es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, beaTs to**he 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 


shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one sys'em shall he 
treated as one road. One-third ol the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railn rds under the provisions ot this section 
shah become part of the Gener.d I und of this 
State, and two ihir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county cr counties in which soid rabroad is 
situated, m proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties, fo r the 
purposes of this section a consolidate 1 city and 
count] shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ra t ion. associa'ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay tho 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads w ithin this 8tate. The taxes 
herein protided for, together with such penalties 
as the I cgislaturc may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall bo a lieu upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may­ 
be enforced iu such manne r as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors ol the district, at a sjiecial election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything m 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purpose's the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything iu this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Src. 11. Income taxes may be j sve«scd and 
collected from persons, corporation*--, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them , in such cases and amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. Ko Court 
w ithin this State shall have power, by injunc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
d3lay the collection of any tax lai*l under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that tho 
same property has been taxed more than oueu 
for the same purpose in the .saíne year, and then 
only upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir. question; 
próvida/. that in all cases actions may l»e m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collett r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced w ithin thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. Ii shall bo 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of cither party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and Mich taxes so paid under protest shall 
bp retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


Nothing in this am endm ent shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccotmt of any snch assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty: and all laws in force at the adoption of 
this amendment, n«»t inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain iu full force and effect until altered 
or rcjrtiuled by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-flvc. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and

submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the State on 


Tuesday, November 2,1886. 


The amendment is designated “ Amendment 
Number One,” and the ballots used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One,” and the words, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon.

He located at 
Wheatland, where after a while lie was 
looked upon as a bad character, and it was 
suspected that he committed an incendiar­ 
ism in setting lire to some Chinese cabins, 
which were in consequence destroyed, but 
there was no positive evidence against him. 
After it was ascertained that he was wanted 
in Wyoming and that there was a reward 
lor his arrest, a citizen undertook to do the 
grrestin" but Davis blulled him with his 
six-shooter and escaped from town. Con­ 
stable lie vans learned that he was in Mer­ 
ced, and went there to arrest him, and then 
telegraphed to Sheriff Savage at Mites City, 
and the- latter immediately came out after 
the prisoner, whom he speaks of as being a 
desperate character whom the people of 
Wyoming, especially the cattlemen, will 
he pleased to have punished. The Sheriff 
left with Davis for San Francisco yester­ 
day afternoon, and w ill return home with 
him by way of Portland and the Northern 
Pacilic Iiailroad.

I and Fresno ci unties.

A. M. Clark, Assemblyman from Fresno 
i county, the next witness, said : I am a res­

Know 
McWhorter. Been acquainted with him 
for seven or eight years. Ills character for 
peace and quiet is good. He is a peaceable 
and quiet citizen.

The next witness was Charles A. Jenkins, 
proprietor of the State House, the hotel in 
front of which the shooting took place. 
He, too. had been acquainted with Mc­ 
W horter ten or twelve years. First became 
acquainted with McWhorter when he was 
stationed as minister of the Methodist 
Church at Hicksville.

Senator Cross said the defense wished to 
read a little law and refer to a few inci­ 
dents in connection with the testimony. 
The District Attorney, Mr. Buckley, In 
behalf of the prosecution, then read the 
statute governing such cases, said the evi­ 
dence was conclusive and did not warrant ' 
the plea of self-defense. lie claimed that 
a large number of men were present who 
would have separated the combatants be­ 
e cither could Lave been seriously bat­ 
tered, and there was no occasion for the 
use of a pistol. 
Judge Craddock, for the defense, made 
quite an argument upon the law points 
involved. 
He was followed by Senator Cross, who 
spoke quite at length. He said there had 
been an earnest desire to elicit nil the facts 
in the case without bringing ill outside 
matters or exciting passion. 11c said one 
of the first laws of nature was self-protec­ 
tion. There is a disposition on tiie part of 
every living thing to protect itself. No 
law, no rules of society could deny a man 
the right to defend himself. In this case, 
he said, the defendant was not only justi­ 
fied, but lie was to be commended for hav­ 
ing protected himself, from what at least 
seemed to be imminent bodily harm. He 
claimed that the prosecution had not put 
upon the stand a single eye-witness of the 
tragedy, whose testimony did not make a 
complete clear-cut case of self-defense. He 
then reviewed 
the 
murderous threats 
Robinson bad made against McWhorter to 
several 
different 
persons, 
all to the 
effect that be intended to beat him, 
wipe 
up the ground with him and 
to stamp his ----- out. 
McWhorter did 
not desire to have his bones broken, his 
body used as a street mop, nor have his 
entrails kicked out. The Senator said his 
relations with deceased were such tiiat they 
did not entertain the kindliest feelings 
toward each other, but at the same time 
they were friendly-. However, Robinson is 
now dead, and common decency- demands 
that his name and acts be handled care­ 
fully. There is but one way for a smali 
weak man to defend himself against a large 
and powerful enemy, and that is to arm 
himself; and the small, man who does not 
do this is a coward. Robinson threatened 
McWhorter, hunted for him, found him, 
seized him, struck him, and met his death. 
AX ol'ixrox ox JOURNALISM. 
The Senator then commented at some 
length on the action ot the Bee, an evening 
paper, claiming that in its reports of the 
proceedings it had misrepresented testi­ 
mony introduced by the defense, particu­ 
larly that given by-Seth Martin. He then 
had portions of M artin’s testimony read 
from the Court stenographer's notes, and 
read the liee’s report of the same, showing 
them to be totally different. He would not 
charge that this was a liagrant piece of 
business on the part of the Bee, or insinu­ 
ate that it was on account of reportorial 
incompetency.

Four Acres a Fortune. 
[S. F. Cali.] 
In one of Joaquin Miller’s letters to tlie 
Chicago Times he tells how a French Com­ 
munist, escaping with his life, found his 
way to California and in some way became 
the owner of four acres of sand, gravel and 
chaparral in tiie upper part of the Sacra­ 
mento valley. To-day that four aeres is a 
big fortune. Tiie French farmer lias his 
cows, his horses and ids pigs. The four 
acres are ail lie can cultivate, aud they pro­ 
duce all he wants. The secret of this suc­ 
cess was a well, a windmill and the water 
thus brought to the surface. Intelligent 
work did the rest. Tlie French farmer had 
no capital but h¡3 own hands. 
Mr. Miller 
justly says that this is the way to make 
California populous and profitable—to cure 
the country of tramps and Communists. 
But tiie writer goes on to preach a water- 
appropriation sermon in tlie French farm­ 
er’s application of water to his tour acres 
of land, gravel and chaparral. He wants 
tlie Sacramento river turned out of its bed 
above Redding and scattered in a thousand 
streams over the valley. This will make the 
portion of the valley which is now parched 
and yellow blossom like tlie spring. 
The 
imagination of the writer enables him to 
draw a pretty picture. He does not give 
himself much trouble about the other side 
of the question. TheSacramentohasits uses 
Bs a navigable stream, and there are boaiiti- 
ful homes along its banks. The capital city 
depends largely for its business on the river 
that Hows past it. There are millions upon 
millions of dollars' worth of property that 
would not be worth more than the French 
Communist’s four acres were when befound 
them if tlie Sacramento should be turned 
out of its bed at Redding. The law that 
would permit the diversion of the waters 
of tlie Sacramento river would apply, of 
course, to the American river, and deprived 
of the two streams Ficramento city would 
be reduced to the rank and resources of an 
ordinary inland town. It seems to us that 
Mr. Miller might have made better use of 
the text the French farmer afforded him. 
The French farmer did not turn the Sac­ 
ramento river at Redding or elsewhere. He 
did not take any water that any other per­ 
son was using. He dug a well and put up 
a windmill. The water rose to the surface 
and made his four acres feriile. There is 
no reason to suppose that the French 
fanner took all the water there was in the 
stream under ground. He took what he 
needed and left the rest for some other 
man who has sense enough to dig for it. 
Would it not be better to test tiie magnitude 
of these underground streams before we au­ 
thorize tlie desolation of cities and villages 
for the benefit of remote localities Even the 
most primitive code of morals teaches that 
it is better to create wealth for ourselves 
than to appropriate that which another lias 
created, even though the numbers of the 
appropriators may give the color ofiaw to 
the act of the appropriators.
